T E X A RKANA.—(/P)—Presence of 


slate in large quantities in Arkansas 
from Pulaski to Polk counties, especi- 
ally in the Missouri and Caddo moun- 
tains, has been known for years and 
slate has been produced from time to 
time. Within the last few weeks, 
riowever, geologists and mining en- 
ineers have discovered in Montgom- 
ery county slate deposits of a quan- 
:ity heretofore not known to exist and 
in two instances, with the locations 
miles apart, options have been obtain- 
ed with the intention of producing it. 


The more recent discovery is a green 


slate in the Caddo mountains, the pro- 
duction of which has heretofore been 
a monopoly with Vermont. Normally 
the surface slate in Arkansas is of 
little value because of its brittleness 
but in this instance the slate from 
the surface is equal in quality to any 
produced anywhere. 


Specimens of this slate sawed and 


polished with an old file and silica 
resembles the finest unglazed ceremic 
tile. The texture is as fine as the 
average marble and it takes a polish 
as smooth as glass.

Law Provides That Those 


Selling Nursery Stock 


Obtain License 


LITTLE ROCK.-(tf>)-K. B. Becker, 


a nurseryman of Poplar Bluff, Mo,, 
was fined $10 in justice of the peace 
court at BlythevjUe o na charge ot 
selling nursery stock in 
Arkansa-j 


without a state license, Deputy Pros^ 
ecuting Attorney 
Neil 
Reed said. 


Becker was arrested on information 
furnished by the state plant board. 


Under the Arkansas law all persons 


selling nursery stock, including frmt 
trees, shrubbery and other woody 
plants, must make bond for $1,000 and 
pay a license fee of $5, or in case they 
•are acting only as agents, the com- 
pany for whom they are selling must 
meet these requirements, 
and 
the 


agent must pay a one dollar license 
fee. 


The law applies to both residents 


and non-residents.. Stores handling 
nursery stock must .also complay. The 
penalty is a fine of from ten to two 
hundred dollars for each offense, 


The purpose of the bond is to pro- 


tecT the purchaser from diseased 
plants. In case diseased plants are 
sold the purchaser has a right under 
the law to go into court and recover 
damages on the bond. The bond, how- 
ever, provides no protection against 
the delivery of a variety other than 
that ordered and it cannot serve as 
a guarantee that the nurseryman will 
fulfill his contract, further than that 
the stock must be disease-free at the 
time of delivery.
